mation received from Boston established sources, the news 
media, or sources of other field divisions, revealing the 
identity of any pro-Arab organization that is currently active 
within the Boston Division. This file review also failed to 
develop information’ concerning anti-U.S., anti-Semitic, and/or 
anti-Israeli statements, demonstrations, violent threats, or 
other such activities engaged in by Arab students and/or pro- 
Arab organizations within the territory covered by the 
Boston Division since the Middle East crisis during the 
summer of 1967. 


Also, there is no information available to the 
Boston Office indicating the presence in this area of an 
organization that is related directly or indirectly to the 
Arab commando organization known as AL-FATAH or its rival 
commando group, the Popular Front for Liberation of 
Palestine. 


The Boston Office is fully aware of the Bureau's 
responsibilities relative to adequate informant coverage in 
pro-Arab organizations whose goals are inimical to the best 
interests of the U.S. In this regard, the Boston Office, 
in carrying out its daily operations, will be particularly 
alert to the presence of such organizations or individuals 
possessing pro-Arab inclinations which represent a threat 

the National security of the U.S. 


In reviewing communications being submitted by other 
field offices relative to captioned matter, the Bureau is 
requested to forward to this office all pertinent information 
received indicating the current operations of pro-Arab 
organizations in this Division which warrant investigation 
and informant coverage. 


All pertinent information received by the Boston 
Office relative to captioned matter will be expeditiously 
handled.

Chief of Police Charles L. Meyers, Rock Island Police 
Department, Rock Island, Illinois advised on February 9, 1970, 
that his department had "received through the mail an unsolicited 
open letter from the Omega House of Hospitality, 2808 ~ 54 Avenue, 
Rock Island, Illinois, which letrer statcd that the Omega house 
was an attempt to practice Christianity, as well as preach it. 
The letter stated further that the founding of the Omega flouss 
of Hospitality was a response, an alternative, to the violence 
and hate present in our society. The letter coniinued that those 
individuals of the Omega House of Hospitality felt that peace and 
love could become realities in the lives of those who participate 
with them, and in those whose lives they touched, 


The letter further set forth the specittic work of the 
Omega House, which would include four major areas of involvement, 
and those areas were set forth as follows; 


(1) We will provide food and/or shelter 24 hours a dav i 
to those who need it. FISH, Project NGW, Davenport Diocese Socla) ' 
Action Dept., Rock Island Community Mental Healtn Center, and the 
American Red Cross have verified the need for such a service and 
serve as examples of agencies which can refer people to us and witn 
whom we can coordinate ow efforts. We would also help, in what- 
ever manner possible, anyone who comes to our doors secking the 
help and understanding they have becn denied, 


(2) Serve as a draft counseling and education:1 center 
for the Quad-Cities area, Such a center is a response to the needs ! 
of men who face conecription and necd sympathetic counseling aad 
expert advice, There are two independent functions involved - one 
educational, the other counseling, ‘The tesk of the counselor 36 te. 
help the counselee identify his own values and worivation and take 
action which best fulfills these inner directions, He previees

ENCLOSURE ; 
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Counseling does not prevent a counselor outside of the 
counseling relationship from educating others on the inequities 
of the draft or from urging resistance to the draft. In addition 
he can alert young men of their rights by speaking engagements 
and leaflets. 


In additional to fulfilling both of these functions at 
Omega House, we will train others to be counselors and serve as a 
draft resistance center - that is, provide an environment in which 
young men who choose to resist the draft (refuse to cooperate with) , 
for reasons of conscience can find understanding and legal help to 
face the social and legal consequences which they face in our 
society. None of these activities are illegal. 


(3) Teaching the philosophy of non-violence; By speaking 
engagements and writing we will attempt to point out the roots of 
violence in our society and explain the philosophy of non-violence.

to be sure and attend City Council meetings of Davenport for the 
purpose of making requests for recognition and money for their : 
organization, 


Charles J. Quilty discussed draft resistance, the evils 
of narcotics, the evils of drinking, and indicated that he has, 
and will be, making talks on these subjects at various schools 
and churches, in the Quad-Cities of Illinois and Iowa, Quilty 
stated that he had given two talks at St. Johns Methodist Church 
in Davenport, Iowa and on February 20,1970, he is scheduled to 
Speak at Alleman High Schhol, Rock Island, Illinois. 


Quilty advised further that the Catholic Inter-Racial 
Council of Davenport, Iowa is now paying for all draft counseling 
expenses at the Omega Hospitality House. Quilty indicated that 
this aspect of their organization, that of the Hospitality House 
and draft counseling, was a successful operation. 


Quilty gave a follow up report on his previous discussion 
of income tax evasion, and according to source, spent considerable 
time discussing how to get by without paying income tax. Quilty 
suggested listing 15 to 20 persons as dependents to employers, 
pointing out that when an extensive list of dependents are claimed 
by an employee, the government representatives and even some of 
the employers will tear up the forms and pay no attention to them, 


Quilty discussed organizing a fast for people demon- 
strating in front of the Federal Building in Davenport, Iowa 
on Ash Wednesday, February 11, 1970. He discussed the fast and 
demonstration that was taking place in front of the White House 
in Washington, D. C. from 9:00 AM to 6:00 PM, commencing on 
February 11, 1970 and continuing through April 27, 1970. Quilty 
mentioned that black church members in the Quad-Cities of Illinois 
and Iowa were going to have their own fast in their own churches, | 
and would not participate with the whites. Quilty further sugcestec 
that those participating in the fast could take the money saved 
by not eating and send these funds to one of thre places, One, 
down south, two, to Canada, and three to another bcation in th? 
Northern United States, specific location: of organizetions not 
identified. Quilty indicated that these funds could be utilized 
by groups in those areas in making better living conditions for 
the people in the comnunities, 
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Quilty, according to the confidential source, stated 
that he did not feel he was accomplishing sufficient undertakings 
that are sensational enough to gain national recognition, nor had 
he sufficient things to create interest in his meetings, Quilty 
stated that for this reason he felt that new blood would be better 
for the organization and thereupon made a motion for the election q 
of a new chairman, vice-chairman, and secretary.

source to be a newly formed group of professional and businessmen 
of the Quad-City area, 


The source advised that Quilty, during his remarks to 
the members at the meeting on the evening of February 1], 1970, 
commented that he had left a good paying position to become a | 
poor boy and work for humanity. 


Chief of Police Charles L,Moyers, supra, advised on 
February 13, 1970 that he had learned recently Charles J, Quilty 
Chairman of the Quad-Citians for Peace, had made a $10,000 deposit 
on the building now housing the Omega House of Hospitality, Chief 
Meyers stated that this building was formerly a convent, and jointly 
owned by the Sacred Heart, St. Joseph, and St. Pious Catholic 
Parishes in Rock Island, Illinois, He explaincd that he knew this 
building was placed on the market for sale, and was certain that the 
building wouid not have been sold for anything under $30,000. He 
Stated that efforts by their department to establish the source of 
revenue for Quilty's operation of the Ouega House or the operation + 
of the Quad-Citians for Peace, has been unproductive.

A source, who has furnished reliable information 
in the past, in February, 1970, advised that the November, 
1969 issue of the "Twin Citian Magazine" reportedly had 
carried an article to the effect that there were rumors on 
the "campus" concerning recruitment of volunteers for Arab 
Terrorist Organizations. 


A second source, who has furnished reliable infor- 
mation in the past, in February and March, 1970, advised that 
the "Twin Citian Magazine" had been published by the Twin Citian 
Corporation, Northstar Center, Minneapolis, Minnesota, but had 
ceased publication with 1ts November, 1969 issue, The magazine 
was generally devoted to schedules and articles relative to the 
arts, theatre, music, dining and sports events, which were to 
occur in the Minneapolis-St. Paul, Minnesota area for the forth- 
coming period, It would also generally carry some feature 
article, The source provided a copy of the November, 1969 issue 
of the "Twin Citian Magazine" and appearing on the following 
pages is a Xerox copy of an article which appeared on pages 9 
through 13 entitled "The Come to Damascus Affair."

striking on the might and those Araby who die are 
martyrs by the hews of yrhad—holy w.u—eng tged in by 
34 mastem countries aprinst Isracl 
— Al Fatah in the largest and most prominent of the 
Arab guerilla organizations, “freedom fightis” m Arab 
eyes, terrorists to the Israclis In fret, taken us a whole, 
they are the fedayeen (“men of srcifice”), a cluster 
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of secret groups frequently given to arguing among 
themselves as well as with then common encmy If 
the Middle East, as most of the world agrees, 15 on the 
brink of war again it 1s duc im large pait to the ac- 
tivities Of the fedaycen 

Even consideing the fact that the Arab world 1s 
led by Egypt's Nassui, a man of iminense power and 
magnetism (and considerabl. alulity), and armed in 
large measure by *he Russians, it 1s obvious to all 
concerned that tue Arabs are still sn no position to 
eftectively wage war with Isracl But facts to the con- 
trary, itas still appucnt to Nasser and Jord in’s King 
Ikussein that the feclings of their masses—the deep, 
malignant hatred of Isiacl—must not be ignored 

And it is fedayecn who provide the people with 
their cmotional safety valve Gren the myriad tensions 
of the situation, the fedaycen operate outside the 
framework of any government or official agency— 
consequently, their freedom is extraordinary They owe 
allegiance only to themsclves, only to their own plans 
And thy view any negotiated, compionnse settlement 
of the Middle Cast conflict as an outrpht disaster 

In prectice, thur effect is varied and predictable In 
one sense, they can keep the fire perking by striking 
repeatedly at the Fstachs, keeping them iritated, pro- 
vohing reprisals In another, they keep the Arab popu- 
dace suficiently excited so that Nasser: and his 
collcaguey wall hesitate before accepting a setthiment 
with the Israchs And at the same time, the fedayeen's 
power grows—in Jordan, it is said, from which most 
of the aaids tale oni, Ue fedaycen ts so powerful that 
they could overthrow Hussen at any tune 

Who are the fedaycen, then? In numbers, they repre- 
sent 1,500,000 P.icstinian refugees—the palestinian 
ditspora, for twenty ycars homeless, wandering, unable 
to control their lives Dispossessed when Israel was 
founded in 1948, they have endued as “outsicers” 
regardless of where they have gone their Itves have 
been miserable as only refugecs can know, lived at the 
naked cdge of subsistence Polittcally, the Arab rulers 
have used them as pawns fed them promiscs of a re- 
turn to their Palestinian homeland, grown fat on the 
burgeoning hatred of the Israelis 

The fedayccn has taken as its cause the cuuse of the 
Palestinian Arabs They are the only force continumg 
to attack Isracl 

And, most mmportantly, out of all the defeat and 
humihation, the fedayeen—and most particulaily Al 
Fatah—are the only fighters in whom the Arabs can 
have any pride With the Israch victory two ycurs ago, 
the fedaycen were given the Arab people as a gift 
Only through the fee ycen could the Arabs strike back 

Mohammicd * Yasser” Arafat is leader of Al Fatah, 
largest and most secret of the fedaycen It 1s satd to 
be financed and guided by a wealthy group in Dimas- 
gue Ahn Vice Aralie ect 4 geen deals. known 
“Ple ise no personality cult Iam only a soldier Our 
feader is Palestine Our roid as the rent of death and 
sienfee ty win bick our homeland Hf we cannot do 
u, ou childien will, and if they cannot do at, their 
children will” 

It is Arafat who has long contended that the Arabs 
will never defeat the Isracks by conventional nicans 
He studied, throughout the 1950s, the techniques of 
the Algenan terrorist- Stmultancously Nasser was o1- 
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ganizing the anginal fedayeen-tyne Palestinians im the 
Gaza Strip and they vere raising sufficient hell to help 
bing on the 1956 war which ended so badly for the 
Arabs It wis only after Sucz that Al Fatah was orgin- 
wed as a Palestinian force entucly outside Nasser’s 
control 

Al Fatah’s first raids came in 1964, only one a 
week, and were primarsly conducted as experiments 
both in guentla techmiqucs and the effect on public 
opinion Ry 1967 they were in a position to take 
advantage of the Arab defeat in the Sta-Day War by 
picking up the thousands of abandoned weapons Icft 
in the desert by the ictreating armics 

Israck reaction to the attachs was sevcic, particu- 
larly in the atmosphere following the war, but the 
guerillas continucd, vith as many us tno dozen attacks 
per day Although Al Fatih strenuously demes it, 
their tack 1s cleatly terrorist oricnted—violence directed 
at the Israch civilian population, bombs in theaters, 
grenades tossed into cluldren's playgiounds, terror for 
ats own sahe And the Israclis react predictably 

Wisely Al latah has chosen to stay out of the spe- 
cifics of Arab politics and 1s therefore able to work 14

Training has been a constant problem and much of

Philosophically, Al Fatak reahzes that Israel wall 
simply not be driven fron’ the land militarily Con- 
sequently, im a currously sophisticated and circutteus 
plan, Al Fatah hopes to provoke Isracl mto greater 
and greater expanston and more and moic repressive 
measures internally—until, first, democracy in Isract 
is dead and, second, they can no longer absorb the 
vast hordes of Arabs Thus wealened, Isract will col- 
Japse 
Arafat has satd “The very process of Israeli cx- 
pansion will extend the war of libeiation into all the 
countries bordering on the occupied territones, and 
they will take up the struggle in defense of their own 
existence—" : 

It 1s, of couise, impossible to determine just how 
much damage Al } atah actually inflicts on the Israelis 
The Israchs deny everything, Al Tatah claims every 
Ysrachs musforiunc as a result of its own master plan 

Publicly, the Isiachs do dismiss fedayecn efforts as 
mept, blundering, cowardly One Israch officer com- 
mented recently “We cannot digmfy them with the 
name guerilla or commando The Arabs who cross 
over show no daring Tn that respect, they are nowhere 
near Viet Cong standards Ks 

But the Isractts are worried 

And men hhke Ben Samuels, schooled m the seething 
agony of Victnam, accustomed to the simil of their

‘Baathist governments of Iraq and Syr- 


ia gave ‘unqualified vocal support to 
the guerrillas, defying Egypi’s suggestion 
that they stay out of the dispute. “We 
will not spare one drop of blood to 
help,” said Syrian Presideat Noureddine 
Atassi. The U.S. and Israel hinted that 
they might intervene if the regimes in 
Baghdad and Damascus sent regular 
troops to reinforce the guerrillas. But 
at week’s end a Syrian armered bri- 
gade crossed into Jordan with. Soviet- 
built tanks, followed later, according to 
Amman, by another armoved forse. Am- 
man radio claimed that Jordanian troops 
inflicted “heavy losses” on thé invaders. - 

Secretary of State Rogers condemned 
“this irresponsible and imprudent in- 
tervention.”

Jordanian Premier Abdel Moneim Ri-

If he 
did nothing, there was a real chance of 
an army mutiny. Rifai volunteered to re- 
sign as Premier because he was “tired.” 
Instead, Hussein scathingly rebuked him 
and then fired him—along with the rest 
of his 17-member Cabinet. The King ap- 
pointed a new Cabinet made up of elev- 


': en army officers and headed by Brig- 


adier General Mohammed Daoud, 50, 
as Premier. More important, he dusted 
off a measure that was hurriedly en- 
‘ acted during the 1967 war with Israel 
: and declared martial law. Hussein. ap- 
pointed Field Marshal Habes Majali, a 
57-year-old Bedouin officer, as com- 
mander in chief of the army as well as 
‘military governor of Jordan. 
- Hussein’s orders were terse. The new 
government was “to act immediaicty to 
undo hostile planning and restore mat- 
ters as they should be.” “Hostile” fore- 
es,” the King added. had “undermined 


national unity, shaken the armed forc- . 


es, dynamited their military spirit and 
discipline, and created a state of de- 
spair.” At Majali’s command, the Jor- 
danian army was soon moving tanks 
and artillery into Amman. . 

The guerrillas accepted the challenge. 
Yasser Arafat, leader of .Al-Fetah, the 
biggest guerrilla group, and of the over- 
all PLO command, had already sum- 
moned ambassadors from other Arab 
states and told them: “Will you kindly in- 
form your governments that King Hus- 
sein, with mature consideration, has 


Final-- 
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refutabie proof that he intends to liq- 
vidate the Palestinian resistance.” In 
Araman, Damascus and Baghdad, guer- 
r radios suddenly began crackling 
\. curiously coded messagés, “The din- 
ner is hot,” said one. “Ghazi is march- 
ing to Haifa,” said another. In plainer 
language, the fedayeen command ad- 
vised its men to “keep your finger on 
the trigger until the fascist military rule 
has been removed.” In Amman, shop- 
keepers, who have suffered through pre- 
vious .confrontations, shuttered their 
stores. Schools closed, offices emptied, 
and civilians huddled in the basemetits 
of limestone houses on Ammian’s seven 
hills. Telephone lines went dead. The air- 
port waved off incoming flights and 
sent Royal Jordanian Airline’s Cara- 
velles out of the country. 

The 54 skyjacking hostages were also 
moved for “safekeeping.” Anxious to 
thwart any ‘rescue attempts, the Popular 
Front split them up into groups of 
four or five and scattered them to dif- 
ferent hiding places. Before the fighting 
broke out, most were believed to be in 
a sprawling -Palestinian refugee center 
on the southern rim of the capital, 
called Amman New Camp. At the 
same camp the guerrillas are believed 
to be hoiding $650,000 in U.S. bills 
that Swissair last week admittzd had 
been aboard its skyjacked ‘plane. When 
the guerrillas found out about the 
money. by reading the craft's loading 
sheet, they marched the plane's captain 
into the desert, held guns to his tem- 
ples and forced him to tell them 
where it was. 


Groping in the Dark 


The outbreak of civil war in Jordan 
vastly complicated efforts to free ihe hos- 
tages from what the gucrrillas assured 
the world was humane captivity. At.the 
same time, the ‘snooting increased the 
confusion surrounding the negotiations 
for their release.

In the summer of 1958. the spectacle ended. Feisal, then 
23, was murdered in his Baghdad palace by a clique of rev- 
olutionary army officers whose political passions had been 
aroused by the anti-royalist call’of Egyptian President Ga- 
mal Abdel Nasser. Hussein, only 22, narrowly escaped a sim- 


ilar death; his life and throne were saved by the inter--’ 
vention of British paratroopers. In Amman, the boy King 


“I have received confir- 
mation of the:murder of iny cousin, King Feisal of Iraq, 
and all bis royal family,” he told reporters. “They are only 


the last in a caravan of martyrs.”

The principal reason for the fanatic support that Hussein re- 
ceived from Bedouin warriors in Jordan is that the King can 
trace his ancestry back to the Prophet Mohammed. Thirty-sev- 
en generations of Hashemites were traditionally Grand She- 
rifs, or rulers of Mecca, Islam’s holiest city, until they were 
forced out in the early 1920s by the Saud family. At the time 
of the Saudi takcover. the Grand Sherif of Mecca was JIus- 


" sein, great-grandfather of the boy Kings. The Sherif thought 


he had found a way to refurbish the Hashemite image. He vol- 
untecred the family’s services to the British in their World War 
T battles with the Ottoman empire, which was allied with Ger- 


. many. In return, the Hashemites were to receive large swatch- 


es of territory, including Syria. 

But the British reneged on part of the deal. The Sherif’s 
son Feisal was made King of Iraq, but a second son, Ab- 
dullah, was left with nothing. To make amends, Winston 
Churchill, -then a young British Colonial Secretary, 
called a conference in Cairo in 1921 which sketched the 
boundaries of a new kingdom on some unallotted lands near 
Palestine. The country was called Trans-Jordan. 

Abdullah, as the first King of Trans-Jordan, ruled his coun- 


- try uneventfully for 30 years. The most exciting act of his 


reign came in 1948 when Israel was created and Abdullah an- 
nexed a tract of. Palestine west of the Jordan. With land on 
both sides of the river, the Kiny decided to call his country 
merely Jordan. Control of it remained firmly in the hands 
of the Trans-Jordanians, however, and Abdullah’s Palestinian 
subjects on the West Bank never really warmed to their 
King. Many of them suspected that he might agree to « peace-

Offer to Brothers 


The battle between army and -guer- 
rillas was not an even one. In addition 
- to 25,000 regulars, the fedayeen could 
muster 25,000 ragiag militia. Against 
this sizable but largely undisciplined unit 
stood the King’s 56,000-man force, the 
best-drilled and most: efficient army in 
the Arab world. Originally trained by 
Britain’s Sir John Bagot Giubd, the 
army’s three armored and nine infantry 
brigades are equipped with 300 Patton 
and Centurion tanks, 270 armoicd and 
scout cars and 350 armored personnel 
carriers. Though trained to fight in des- 
ert or rural situations, the troops proved 
adept at street fighting. Gradually, their 
advantage began to show. By nightfall 
of the first day. much of Amman was re- 
ported in army hands and the battle 
swirled around the refugee camps where 
the guerritias had the edge. 

With the army enjoying the upper 
hand in Amman but still plagued by snip- 
ers, Field Marshal Majali called for a 
cease-fire so that “our brothers, the feda- 
yeen, can join us.”

’ Palestinian. guerrillas? Not quite. A few 
minutes after that scene occurred over 
Czechoslovakia last weck, the Prague- 
bound BAC One-Eleven jetliner flown

| at Munich international airport. As the 
hijackers stepped .onto West German 
soil, they kneit on the runway to say a 
prayer. of thanksgiving. While the air- 
liner was refueling to resume its in- 
terrupted flight, another of the passen- 
gers, a 3}-year-old East Berlin engineer 
| who had had nothing fo do with the hi- 
jacking, decided on the spur of the mo- 
ment to capitalize on his good fortune 
and defect from the Communist world.

The hijackings of recent years have 
victimized mostly Western passengers 
and companies. Many of the pirates 
have been professed Communists or 


sympathizers bound for places like Cuba 


and North Korea, or Arab’ irregulars 
headed anywhere from Aigivis to Da- 
mascus. But Communist airlines have 
not escaped the skyjackers. In the past 
year alone, at Icast ten East European 
craft have been commandeered by pas- 
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sengers and diverted to Western or nev. 

‘tral airports. No plane has yet bee - 

‘hijacked from the Soviet Union, hens- 
ever, probably because Russian. cre. 
have shown a willingness to use firy. 
arms to stop them. Nearly all of the b- 
jackers have sought political asylum c.i.- 
side the Iron Curtain. In the midst 03° 
the search for ways to prevent sky y:- 
racy, their arrival has posed ‘a paint: 
question for non-Communist gover:. 
ments: Is there ever any ‘legitimate ex.- 
cuse for hijacking an airliner? 

Many of the East European refuves: 
are fleeing harsh repression at hors: 
and can find no other way of gettin. 
to another country. So far, none hw: 
‘damaged an aircraft or injured any ©! 
its passengers. In comparing the stic- 
cessful Hungarian heist with the -nigh:- 
mare hijackings carried out by Pate; 

‘ tinian commandos, the Frankfurter 4 !.- 
gemeine Zeitung editorialized: “The Ps!- 
estinian extremists want to tertorize b. 
taking hostages, while the young Potc: 
Czechs, East 'Germans or Hungari:ns+ 
want to shake from their shoes th: 
dust of hermetically closed territoric.. 
This difference in motivation and men- 
tality will have to be kept in mind.” 

For all that, however, there is tthe aii. 
ference in method. Anti-Communist hi- 
jackers, like the pro-Communist or Ar:- 
variety, are generally arnica, and th. 
they subject passengers !and: crew 
some danger. Morcover, if the U.S 
and other major victims are to secure 
worldwide cooperation in preventin; 
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executed and widely publicized raids 
on airlines, culminating in the quadruple 
skyjack two weeks ago. Among Arabs, 
Habash is equally notable for having 
made ideology a paramount concern 
among the fedayeen for the first time. 
Rooted in Marxist dogma strongly tinc- 
tured with Maoism, the P.F.L.P. wants 
not only to attack Israel but also to top- 


>. ple what it considers backward, corrupt 


and conservative Arab governments. 


“We do not want peace,” Habiish told 
the-West German magazine Siern re- 
Centty— Peace would be the end of all 
our hopes. We shall sabotage any peace 
eget trations in the future.” Nor would 
Habash- mind, he said, if the Middle 
East crisis triggered World War III. “If 
this should be the only possibility to de- 
———_,_ ay > = 

stroy Isracl, Zionism™and Arab reac- 
ttonisti, then we wish for it. The entire 
World except us has something to lose.” 
~Habasts intensely Goctrinaire move- 
ment has spawned several offshoots. Two 
splinter groups, the Popular Democratic 
Front fer the Liberation of Palestine 
and the Popular Front for the Liber- 
ation of Palestine, General Command, 
are more rabidly Maoist than Habash 
is; both have seats on Arafat's central 
committee. They and similar splinters 
badly disrupt the coordination ef the 


group and sap the effectiveness of the 
guerrilla movement. 

As the fedayeen fragmented, fought 
among themselves and began micnacing. 
the governments of Jordan and Lébanon 
in particular, Arab rulers began to 
squirm. Hussein once declared, “We are 
all fedayeen,”. but he finally mustered 
his army to chastise the movement. 
Egypt's Nasser in other days hailed the 


‘fedayeen as “the vanguard of “the Arab 


revolution.” Now, worried that the guer- 
rillas’ romantic image may be- under- 
cutting his own, Nasser ventures fewer 
and fewer encouraging words. 
Monitoring ‘the civil war in Jordan 
last week, Cairo radio was unusually se- 


‘vere: “Egypt will not allow a Palestine 


maverick group to jeopardize the neaze- 
secking efforts of the Arabs.” Moscow, 
too, scolded the guerrillas.and warnes 
Syria and Iraq, both Peking-leaning re- 
gimes, to keep hands off. As tar 2s Jor- 
dan is concerned, the Soviets presuin- 
ably would prefer even a monarchy to 
guerrillas who might wind up in Pe- 
king's corner. ; 

The withdrawal of Nasser's supper: 
will not wither the fedayeen. Despite .iif- 
ferences and setbacks, the guerrillas wi 
continue as a potent force in the Miu:ts 
Easi—an intruding hand capable of 
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iijackings, they can hardly expect to set 
i double standard. 

Washington has chosen a middle 
tourse. U.S. delegates at a meeting -of 
he International Civil Aviation Orga- 
Vization (ICAO) in Montreal last week 
sroposed that countries that took no ac- 
ion against hijackers be subjected to 
in international air boycott. However, 
cach country would have a choice of-ex- 
raditing the hijacker or prosecuting him 
ocally. President Nixon, who supervised 
he drafting of the plans, prefers ex- 
radition of U.S. hijackers, and for that 
cason has ordered the renegotiation of 
xisting extradition treaties to include hi- 
ackers specifically. The U.S. is even 
villing to waive the death penalty, which 
kyjackers risk under American law, if 
hey are caught in a country that does 
‘ot impose capital punishment. 

But the right to political asylum makes 
xtradition a practical impossibility in 
vany places; West Germany, for ex- 
mple, would be as loath to ship a Bul- 
arian hijacker back to Sofia as, say, 
‘gypt would be to send a disaffected Is- 
aeli back to Jerusalem. The U.S. plan 
zeks to assure victim nations that hi- 
ickers would face the force of law some- 
there. Perhaps the most blatant ex- 
mple of a hijacker who escaped pun- 
ihment altogether occurred last January 
1 Lebanon, where a 26-year-old French- 
’an who took over a TWA jetliner to 
10w sympathy for the Arab cause was 
‘eated to a free vacation, entertained 
t the homes of Lebanese Cabinet 


ining any settlement. Ultimately, as even 
Hussein knows, the only way-to defuse 
this threat is not by force of arms but by 

fulfilling the fundamental fedayeen de- 
mand for 4 Palestinian homeland. 

Ideally the Palestinians, who are gen- 
erally the best educated. and most cul- 
tured of all Arabs, would like to turn 
the clock back to the days before the Bal- 
four Declaration pledged the ‘creation 
of a Jewish homeland. They would re- 
constitute the old Palestine, which in- 
cludes the present Israel, the West Bank 
of the Jordan River and the Gaza Strip. 
They would bar “Zionists” but would 

. allow native-born Jews to live with them 
in a nonreligious society. By ‘“native- 
born Jews.” however, some Palestinians 
mean those born in the area before Is- 
racl came into being in 1948; that would 
amount to a small fraction of Israel’s 
2,800,000 people. 


Artificial Creation 


After the P.F.L.P. two weeks ago en- 
gineered its multiple skyjacking, hostages 
aboard the planes were given literature 
and lectures by the guerrillas, setting 
forth the Palestinian’ positions. 
of the hostages came away more sym- 
pathetic thaa when they started. “They 
think the idea of one nation with one re- 
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ministers, and generally feted as 2 hero. 


Last week West Germany held its 
“rst trial involving East European ref- 
jee skyjackers. The defendants were 
¢ight Czechoslovaks who forced a na- 
tional airliner to fly from near Karlovy 
Vary to Nuremberg. In their defense, 
they ‘claimed that ‘they were in im- 
minent danger of arrest for anti-Sovict 
activities after the 1968 Russian in- 
vasion of their country. They found con- 
siderable sympathy: five got suspended 
sentences, while the three who carried 
weapons and gave orders were each sen- 
tenced to 30 months for “deprivation 
of liberty and coercion.” The court pres- 
ident, in his opinion, expressed doubt 
that the three had been in as much dan- 
ger of arrest as they claimed, leaving 
the impression that had their plight been 
more desperate, their sentences, too, 
would have been suspended.

The Hungarians, who arrived in Mu- 
nich during the Czechoslovaks’ trial, ex- 
pected to be prosecuted, but they also an- 
ticipated light sentences. “Here we will 
have to be in jail for a while,” said one. 
“In Hungary we were permanently un- 
free.” Whatever their punishment, it will 
doubtless be a goud deal more lenient 
than what their own government! would 
prescribe. Last March, a young married 
couple in Fast Germany had occasion to 
contemplate the future of hijackers b: 
hind the Iron Curtain and decided it 
would be intolerable. Having failed to 
blast open two locked cockpit doors on 
the plane they were attempting te com- 
mandeer, they put their pistols into their

ligion is prejudiced, and they were kicked 
out of their homes,” said Catherine Holz, 
15, of New York as she reached the safe- 
ty of Cyprus. “They gave us some pam- 


phlets. People said it was propaganda, 


but I believe that some of it was true.” 
Many Western students. of the. Mid- 
die East believe that the surest way to se- 
cure peace is to establish a Palestinian 
state. Most often the West Bank of the 
Jordan, captured by the Israelis during 
the 1967 war, is suggested as a possible 
site. In recent months, however, Middle 
East experts in both the U.S. and Is- 
rael have been thinking more and more 


seriously about a different alternative - ; 


for a Palestinian state. Why not, they 
suggest, convert prewar Jordan intc such 
a state? 

The proposal is so far only fancy, but 
persuasive arguments for it can be inis- 
tered. The Palestinians who make up 

-Nearly two-thirds of Jordan’s population 
are not particularly devoted to either the 
country as it now exists or to the Hash- 
emite dynasty. Moreover, Jordan is an 
artificial creation to begin with. 

Hussein could bring peace to the Mid- 
dle East, so goes the argument. by ab- 
dicating in favor of a popular gov- 
ernment. The fedayeen would then have 
the ioy—and the sobering responsibility 


—or a country of their own. it would 
not be exactly the country most. of 
them want. Undoubtedly, hostility to- 
v ‘dt Israel would remain intense. Bui 


= ‘tually the Palestinians taight rec- 


Ogaize ihe finality of the Jewish state 
and conclude a general peace. 


Unstable as Water 
The argument has obvious flaws. With 


former fedayeen at its helm, Jordan’ 


might march against Israel before the ad- 
vocates of peace have a chance to pre- 
vail. Further, there would almost cer- 
tainly be a savage interna! dogfight as 
the leaders of rival factions struggled 
for paramountcy—-and the battle would 


. be complicated by the presence of we 


dan’s Bedouins, who make up 35% 
the population and despise the oie. 
The greatest immediate flaw, of course, 
is that Jordan’s young King—as long 
as‘his shaky throne Jasts—will have no 
intention of handing his kingdom over 
to his adversaries. 

More than any of the Arab peo- 
ples, the fedayeen fit the description 


set forth by T. E. Lawrence in his 


Seven Pillars of Wisdom more than 
40 years ago: “They were as unstable 
as water, and like water would per- 
haps finally prevail.” Will the yuerrillas

also ultimately prevail? In one way 
they already have, for the world will 


never again be able to igncre them,’ 


as they smolder in their refugee canyps. 
without attempting .to find at least 
some rauional solution for their plight.

bility and substituting a sense of mad- 
ern reality for their fanatical insistence 
on ihe destruction of Isract.

~ As the 90-day cease-fire worked out be- 


tween Israel and Egypt in August passed 
its halfway mark, chances of any re- 
sulting settlement were becoming in- 
creasingly slim. Israeli Premier Golda 
Meir, after conferring in Washington 
with President Nixon, again ruled out ne- 
gotiations with the other side until Egypt 
agreed to “roll back” the Soviet mis- 
siles that were installed in the standstill 
zone along the Suez in violation of 


truce terms. Egyptian Foreign Minister - 


Mahmoud Riad angrily declared that

with Nixon, to be sure they could have 
a meeting of the minds.” 

On the question of aid, she found the 
prospects fairly. reassuring. Even before 


_ she feft, word leaked out that the U.S. 
. would. seli Israei at least 17 new Phan- 


toms. Though no final agreement on the 
entire program was reached in Washing- 
ton, U.S. officials estimated that Isracl. 
can count on about half a billion dollars 
in aid over the next two years, with about 
half of that amount earmarked for arms. 

For the last quarter-hour of their 
90-minute meeting, Nixon and Mrs. 
Meir dismissed their aides and talked 
alone. The Isracli Prime Minister was 
known to have two thoughts on her

the U.S.. peace iniliative was “dead.” 

Mrs. Meir, flanked by Israeli security 
guards and appearing unusually solemn, 
atrived in the U.S. on two vital mis- 
sions. First, she wanted to negotiate a 
long-term package of military and eco- 
nomic aid. Her military shopping list in- 
cluded sophisticated electronic equip- 
ment and Phantom jets that would par- 
tially offset Israel’s loss of advantage at 
the Suez front caused by the forward de- 
ployment of the Soviet missiles. The eco- 
nomic proposals mainly involved long- 
term credits to a nation that spends 
almost 30% of its gross national prod- 
uct on defense, more than three times 
what the U.S. allocates. 

Private Talk. Her second—and far 
more pressing—task was~to size up the 
Nixon Administration's moral commit- 
inent to Israel. Washington's heavy pres- 
sure on Israel to accept the cease-fire 
and its slowness in admitting that the 
agreement was almost immediately vi- 
olated by the Egyptians have deeply 


shaken Israc!i confidence in: their. most - 


important ally. Said an official: “Golda 
wanted to establish a personal rapport 
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mind. She wanted Nixon io have a clear 
idea of Israel’s mininial conditions for a 
final settlement, which include continued 


‘control over the Golan Heights and those 


sections of Jerusalem seized during the 
Six-Day War. In addition, she was deter- 
mined to let the President know that Is- 
rael intended to boycott any negotiations 
with the Arabs until the missile viola- 
tions are halted. 

American Goofs. On that point, Mrs. 
Meir got an argument. The U.S. con- 
tends that the violations have not altered 
Israel's overall miliiary superiority in the 
Middle Fast, and that Israel should take 
advantage of Egypt's willingness to talk. 


. The Israelis, who point out that they 


have lost the freedom of ine air over 
much of the Sucz front, adamantly re- 
fuse to negotiate under present condi- 
tions. Following Mrs. Meir’s round of 
Washington talks. the. State Department 
had no choice but to announce, some- 
what weakly, tat “we will continue to 
make diplomatic efforts te obtain recti- 
fication.” Privately, Israeli officials ac- 
knowledge that it is no longer feasible to

Why did Egypt and the Soviets weish 
‘ their agreement? The Soviets’ move 
timed perplexing i view of their gen- 
erally cooperative attitude in negotia- 


tions like SALT. U.S. officials speculated 
about several possible theories. One view 
was that the Soviets simply cynically ex- 
ploited the absence of Jsracli jets over 
Egypt to complete the instailation of an 
effective air defense systera, knowing 


_that the U.S. would probably not retal- 


iate directly. Another explanaiion was 
that Russia had grown uneasy over the 
U.S. foothold as “middle man" in ine 
Arab-Israeli dispute and deliberately vi- 
olated the cease-fire to force Washington 
to resume its old role as the partisan and 
sponsor of the Israelis, thus driving a new 
wedge between the U.S. and the Arabs. 

Whatever the Soviets’ motivation, 
they profited from two goofs in Washing- 
ton’s handling of the cease-fire arrange- 
ments. In his desire for a quick end to the 
hostilities, Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers failed to obtain written agree- 
ment frorn Moscow on exact terms of the 
agreement, Jeaving many possible infrac-. 
tions open to Sispute. Also, the Us 
promised that it would try to ‘ “rectify” 
any violations, including military build- 
ups, that occurred during the SO days. 
Such a pledge made the U.S. a virtual 
guarantor of the status quo——a bigger job 
than it could possibly handle. 

Despite ali the scars on the U.S. ini- 
tiative, Rogers is sti!} convinced that. 
peace remains in the interest of both 
sides, and that the issues preventing 
them from discussing a settlement are 
secondary. With last week's opening of 
the U.N. Genera! Assembly «it Man- 


hattan, Israeli and Arab representatives 


are in the same city and are at Jeast in 
the proper physical proximity to tegin 
talks at any time. The other premising 
sign is .that along thé Suez, the cease- 
fire itself—despite the arguments ‘and 
Violations that revolve around it—has 
yet to be broken by‘gunfire.
